REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Claims 5-18 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 5 recites, inter alia, at least one of the coil conductors is provided inside the non- 
magnetic body section or on each of the main surfaces of the non-magnetic body section; 
at least one of the coil conductors is provided inside the magnetic body sections; and 
the conductor width of the at least one of the coil conductors provided inside the non-magnetic 
body section or on each of the main surfaces of the non-magnelic body section is greater than the 
conductor width of the at least one of the coil conductors provided inside the magnetic body 
sections. 

Claim 8 recites, inter alia, the at least one non-magnetic body section includes at least 
one of the coil conductors; at least one of the coil conductors is provided inside the magnetic 
body sections; and the conductor width of the at least one of the coil conductors oj the at least 
one non-magnetic body section is greater than the conductor width of the at least one of the coil 
conductors provided inside the magnetic body sections. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
